CAIRO (UPI). Egypt yesterday 
rejected Tarael's | claim that Cairo 
submitted last-minute proposals in 
the stalled peace treaty negotiations.

J erusalem now _ 
monitoring 
pollution

Jeruselem's first. air pollution 
monitoring station was dedicated 
yesterday. 

The device, located on a rooftop off 
Jaffa Road, will give municipal 
authorities data to be used in plan- 
ning decisions such as the location of 
industrial sites, bus terminals, and 
other polluting elements. The fixed 
station is to be augmented by 8 
mobile unit located for short periods 
in different parts of the city. 

.As part of the municipality's anti- 
pollution campaign, chimneys of 
suspected polluters will also be ex- 
amined to determine the type. and 
amount of pollution issuing from 
them. A detailed atudy of wind 
_patterns in‘the city will be carried 
out. The programme is being coor- 
dinated by the municipality's En- 
vironmental Protection Unit headed 
‘py Mike Turner, 

‘The monitoring station will also 
alert authorities to any critical pollu- 
tion situations that would require 
temporary shutdown of certain 
operations. 

Other cities with such monitoring 


. stations are Tel Aviv, Halfa, Ashdod 


and Beersheba. Jerusalem's station 
is located at 44 Jaffa Road, which is. 
used: by the Hebrew University 
whose scientists are participating in 
the programme.

Mother H, does not represent the 
society that must be educated to be 
Jess hostile and less repressive. 
Much as H. wants and needs her 
mother’s total and unconditional ap- 
proval, if she claims to be a responsi- 
ble adult, then she must be wililng to 
weigh her own desires against her 
mother's well-being. A member of 
an organization dedicated to in- 
crease consciousness of al} that is 
related to lesbians end women in 
general is not entitled to ignore the 
sensibilities of middle-aged grand- 
mothers jost because they also 
happen to be someone's mother.

Insurance you bought in January is inadequate by December 
How inflation affects insurance

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. -- Most Israelis don't 
carry cnough insurance in view of 
the swift inflationary spiral; 17 
᾿ something happens — theft, fire, ac- 
cident — their polictes will fall to 
cover a considerable amount of the 

damage. 

‘This mn was expressed yeater- 
day by the heads of the country’s two 
largest insurance companies, Eytan 
Avneyon, of Hassneh (who ts -also 
chairman of the Association of Israel 
Insurance Companies). and Avner 
Rom, of Bingen. Hassneh is 


owned by Hevrat Ovdim, δε ἢ 
Histadrut 


holding company: Migdal- 
SBinyan is 2 private company. 

_Avneyon noted that due to inflation 
atiyone's property was generally 

worth much more at the end of the 
year than at the beginning. Yet the 
Premium the property owner paid 
was based on the rates at the begin- 
ning of the year, and to be fully in- 
sured, a person would have to in- 
crease his premiums. 

‘The need to pay constantly higher 
Premiums had ted to two results 
among many persons. The first was 
not to Insure their flats. cars, 
Possessions, businesses at all; the 
second was to arrive at 8. Jower total 
of premiums by not insuring all their 
property. 

One solution now being studied, 
and in some cases already put into 
effect. was to Increase the “self- 
participation’’ in any Joss, Avneyon 
said. Thus, the insured would 
receive compensation only for losses 
above IL5,000 to 110,000. That is to 
say, the householder, from whose 
flat property valued at IL5,000 to 
1L10,000 wag stolen, would have to 
bear the loss himself. Only losses 
above this sum would be borne by 
the insurance companies. 

“This will save us considerable 
sums, not only in payments, but also 
in bookkeeping and administrative 
work, The result is that we can 
reduce the cost of premiums by up to 
40 per cent,"’ Avneyon said. 

A proposal to make such a system 
standard practice was now before 
the Inspector of Insurance in the 
Finance Ministry. 

Another solution. he said, was a

‘There will be 
less money around and many people 
will reduce the amount of their 
Policies," he said. 

He took issue with those who 
claimed that the insurance com- 
panies were making exorbitant 
profits (as a recent survey by 
researchers’ at Tel Aviv University 
indicated). 25 : 

He said that in 1977 the insurance 
companies received a return of 35.6 
per cent: on the nominal value of 
their capital, while” index-linked 
bonds paid 46.5 per cent. (In 1976, the 
returns of capital and index-linked 
bonds were about the same.) 


He rejected criticisms that the © 
companies made a profit by delaying 
payment of moneyz due under 
policies. ““Property damage is 
generally settled in a short time, and 
bodily damage to a person ' paid'ac- 
cording to the index.” 

The problem arose with ents 
of life Insurance policies after the in- 
sured’s death. These payments . 
sometimes did take considerable 
time to settle, due to various 
reasons, such as claims not filed im- 
mediately, the estate being settled 
through court action, etc., he sald. 

“The companies would like to in- 
stitute a system where benefits will 
be linked to the index and also earn 
interest. This will be possible if we 
can invest the moneys owed in fully- 
linked investments. However, if we 
are forced to make much payments 
retroactively, it will cost us hun- 
dreds of millions of pounds, and this 
would endanger our future." 

He added that linking benefit 
moneys plus payment of interest 
might increase premiums by five 
per cent. 2 


Dollar down in Europe but up in Tokyo 


FRANKFURT (AP). — The dollar 
plummeted against the West Ger- 
man mark yesterday in a continuing 
reaction to the Opec oll price hike, 
The fixing price of 1.8390 marks was 
nearly two pfennig lower than Mon- 
day’s official midday price of 1.8570. 

Dealers said the West German 
Central Bank intervened again 
strongly and bought about $60m. at 
the fixing to shore up the American 
currency. The bank had purchased 
$48m. at Monday's fixing. The 
market was described by currency 
traders as “very nervous” with tur- 
nover exceeding Monday's level. 

In Tokyo the dollar closed slightly 
higher and showed signs of recover- 
ing from the plunge it took Monday 
in the wake of the announced 14.5 per 
cent rise in the price of oil. 

The dollar closed at 193.35 yen, 
slightly above Monday’s 193.825 yen, 
but considerably higher than the 
192.20 yen the American currency 
fell to during early morning trading. 

“Buying by importers and the con- 


version of a bond issue into dollara 
sent the dollar climbing in the after- 
noon,” a dealer sald, 


The, foreign exchange specialist 
added that the pressure on the 
American currency had eased and 
that the effects of the price-rise an- 
nouncement by Opec was no longer 
felt in the market,

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Reassessment in the Knesset 


‘HE MOST SIGNIFICANT point that, emerged from yester- 
day's Knesset debate on the impasse in the peace talks was not 
simply the impressive broad support for the Government's deci- 
sion not to submit to American pressure to sign what Mr. Begin 
80 aptly termed a ‘‘non-peace treaty." 

Given the Carter Administration's abandonment of its pur- 
ported role of honest broker in the past few weeks, and Mr. 
Carter's injudicious harping on the marginal issue of the failure 
to meet the December 17 deadline, such support, even on the 
part of opponents of Mr. Begin’s peace plan, was 8. foregone con- 


clusion. 


The real significance of yesterday's Kneaset debate lay in its 
leitmotif, openly asserted by some and gingerly put forward by 
others; namely, the need for a reassessment of the fundamental 
assumptions which formed the basis for the Knesset's approval 


of the Camp David agreements. 


Mr. Begin, in explaining the Government's unanimous deci- 
sion to draw a clear boundary against further erosion of the 
Camp David agreementé, spoke not of last minute mis- 
understandings on minor points. He emphasized that the peace 
component of the draft treaty was gutted by an accumulation of 
Egyptian demands, engineered with the active connivance of 


Washington. 


Mr. Dayan was at pains to stress that the various components 
of the peace package, from the Camp David framework to the 
fleshing out of the autonomy proposals, would have to pass 
through three separate processes of Knesset approval. Only the 
general Camp David framework has won such approval to date. 

Mr. Peres, while declaring support for the Government's 
stand, clearly asserted his party’s opposition to the peace plan. 
Similar sentiments were expressed by spokesmen of other coali- 


tion and opposition parties. 


Responsibility for this unmistakable shift in sentiment lies 
squarely with the American side, for in the course of 
negotiations it gave unstinting support to every Egyptian zig 
and zag and actively encouraged Egyptian backtracking. 

The basic ambivalence in President Sadat's approach to the 
peace talks was recognized early on in Israel. If, nevertheless, 
the Israel negotiators agreed to far-reaching concessions, this 
was done on the assumption that the Carter Administration's 
commitment to a peace agreement that would nct prejudice 
Israel's most basic security needs was assured. 

This assumption has now been placed in doubt by 
Washington’s ill-conceived and crudely executed partiality in 


the negotiating process. 


If that process is to be salvaged it will not be done by a 
resumption of Mr. Vance's shuttling between Cairo and 
Jerusalem for the purpose of bringing Israe] to her knees. 
Rather, the next step for Washington must be restoration of 
Israel's trust in the Carter Administration's intentions. 

Without that, the prospects for successful conclusion of the 
talks, begun sc hopefuliy 13 months ago, would seem dim in- 


deed. 


In the meantime there is certainly room for Israel to consider 
trying to resume the negotiations on a bilateral basis with . 
Egypt. For if a peace agreement is President Sadat’s goal, he . 
too should realize that recent U.S. performance has made that 


goal more elusive.

MY EGYPTIAN friend’s outburst 
against thz Palestinians was 
thought-provoking not only in its con- 
tent. but also because of his asser- 
tion that he was “not afraid to say 
these things," followed by his appeal 
not to publish them in hia name. 

How much freedom of expression 
ig there in Egypt today, eight years 
after Sadat restored the rule of law 
and embarked on his gradual but 
steady process of deNasserization?

I drove down to 
Minia on the main Cairo-Aswan 
road, which runs parallel to the 
fallway-line and the Nile through 
1,000 km, of narrow but lush valley. 
This way, Ὁ was able to gain a 
behind-the-scenes view of the warm 
and colourful welcomes accorded to 
Sadat at the little village stations 
along the route. 

The impression was certainly one 
of spontaneity and enthuslasm,. 
There were cheer-leaders, no doubt 
local functionaries of the President's 
new National Democratic Party. But 
the people did not seem to need 
leading; they cheered of their own 
accord. 


Perhaps as interesting as the 
masses who gathered at the stations, 
on donkeys and camels and on foot, 
all in a holiday spirit, to applaud the 
“Rais,” were the few who did not go. 
The shishlik-stand owner who had 
just put 10 skewera on the charcoal 
as the train came round the bend, 
and would ruin the meat if he went 
off and left it to burn. The 
shopkeeper who had no time to bring 
in all his merchandise off the pave- 
ment, and therefore decided to 
watch the welcome from afar, keep- 
ing guard over his wares. 

At every village there were such 
individuals, And in Minia itself, a 


town of considerable size whose pop- 
ulace went to extreme lengths to ac- 
cord Sadat a right royal welcome — 
even there not everyone turned out 
at the railway station. There were 
hundreds of policemen in evidence, 
and hundreds more plain-clothes 
security men. But there was no at- 
mosphere of coercion, of “‘big 
brother's watching,” to induce peo- 
ple to attend. 

‘In Nasser’s day, 85 Egyptian jour- 
nalists confirmed to me, everybody 
would have ‘turned out, unless they 
had a very good reason to be absent. 


THIS DOES NOT mean, of course, 
that had some villager along the 
route taken it {nto his head to display 
a protest placard Sadat he 
would have escaped arrest, and 
perhaps worse. Freedom, Sadat- 
style, is still a restricted commodity. 

Another example: a man who uoti! 
recently held a top-ranking govern- 
ment job described how he had been 
sacked, ‘‘One'morning." he said, “I 
was having my breakfast when IT 
read in the newspaper that I had 
been fired. So I went to my office, 
collected my papers, and asked my 
secretary to send the rest of my 
belongings around to my home..."" 

The man now has a non-job in a 
much less sensitive department. “I 
like to think of myself as in the deep- 
freeze," he says, not allowing his 
spirits to flag. 

Hig story was a sobering reminder 
of just how Byzantine life in Sadat'a 
court-like inner coterie really is. But 
the fact that he recounted it, with a 
Philosophical cheerfulness, to an 
Israeli, surely shows that Sadat's 
autocracy does not spel) despotism. 

Sadat himself, in 
autobiography, speaks of Nasser’s 
“legacy of hatred,” his ‘cultivation 
of fear,” which was ‘‘destroying the 
soul of the individual and the soul of 
the people." He prides himself on his 
alleviation of this condition. - 

Sadat has pledged to move Egypt 
towards full political democracy, 
though he claims that this must be 
done in stages. 

The overriding fear is of com- 
munism, feeding on the poverty of 
the masses and the failure of the

Sir, — I wish to commend your 
reporter, Matthew Nesvisky, for his 
lengthy article on the Canadian- 
Jewish poet, A.M. Bléin, and to thank 
him for his warm review of my 
documentary film biography of the 
author (November 10). However, the 
article contains several inaccuracies 
and misquotations which distort both 
the facts of Klein's life and my views 
on the poet. 

The first distortion is the represen- 
tation that, somehow, I rescued Klein 
from obscurity; this is nonsense. My 
film may become the méat popular. 
biographical work on Klein, but even 
during the period of his illness, 
Klein’s writings always attracted a 
lot of attention from serious students 
of Canadian Hterature. Klein may 
have been mysterious as a personali- 
ty, but hig literary reputation was 
secure Jong before I 141 eyes on his 
poetry. 

Secondly, I did not mean to give the 
impression that Klein was pathetic in 
any way. I did not say he was 
“crushed” by his failure to have a 
work published in the “Reader's 
Digest"’ — I said ‘‘disappointed."" 
Klein was indeed hungry for fame as 
ἃ writer, and very ambitious, but un- 
til the period of his tragic iliness, he 
never lost his sober sense of self. He 


was, possibly, eccentric, but rot 
pathetic. 

Finally, F did not make any 
definitive statement about the nature 
of Klein's iliness. From the few facts 
available, one can only apeculate, 
and such speculation may not he 
fruitful nor even relevant to a study 
of Klein's work. Certainly, I have no 
specific knowledge of any diagnosis
